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Sudan proclaims state of emergency 

LONDON (R) — A state of emergency was proclaimed thr- 
oughout Sudan Sunday by President Jaafar Numeiri, Omdurman 
Radio reported. The broadcast, monitored in London, said all 
meetings and demonstrations were banned, public services were 
put in a state of mobilisation and certain articles of the con- 
stitution were suspended. No reason for the proclamation was 
given immediately by the radio, which said the emergency went 
into effect Sunday “in all parts of the Democratic Republic of 
Sudan." But the Sudanese News Agency SUN A said in an earlier 
report that Mr. Numeiri would shortly make an important speech j 
disclosing “a new revolution... against corruption, rumours, bri- 
bery and tampering with citizens’ food and the country's pro- 
perty.”

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Rajiv Gandhi 
visits Punjab 
despite threats 

CHANDIGARH, India (R) — 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's 
son Rajiv visited the Punjab cap- 
ital of Chandigarh Sunday in def- 
iance of threats by Sikh extremists 
to kill him. Rajiv, 39, a former 
international airline pilot, dis- 
missed the threats against him as 
an irritant. "If one worries about 
such things one can’t work,” he v 
told reporters. He called for an 
end to restrictions on police ent- 
ering worship place like the Gol- 
den Temple, the holiest Sikh shr- 
ine. There was strict security for 
Rajiv's 12-hour visit. About 10 
members of the prime minister’s 
personal bodyguard flanked him 
ax all times . 
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Karami says 
Israel pullout 
top priority 

BEIRUT (Agencies) — Prime Minister- 
designate Rashid Karami said Sunday his 
government’s top priority will be the lib- 
eration of Israeli-occupied southern Leb- 
anon and vowed to show “no mercy” on 
anyone who tries to undermine his drive for 
peace. 


The 62-year-old politician 
also made his first comment on 
foreign affairs since his des- 
ignation last Thursday, calling for 
an international conference under 
the auspices of the United Nations 
to resolve the Middle East pro- 
blem and “restore to those who 
have been ousted from their hom- 
eland their legitimate rights.” 

He was referring to the Pal- 
estinian problems. He said Israel 
“should open the way for just set- 
tlement... injustice results in ins- 
tability and the rights of people 
should not be denied in any way.” 

Mr. Karamfs remarks were 
broadcast live by the state radio. 
He spoke from his home in Tri- 
poli, Lebanon's second-largest 
city. 80 kilometres north of Bei- 
rut. He had left Beirut on Sat- 
urday after completing con- 
sultations with various par- 
liamentary blocs on a cabinet 
line-up and was due back in the 
capital Monday. 

Newspapers,’ radio stations and 
the state television all said the vet- 
eran Sunni Muslim politician, who 
will be serving as prime minister 
for the 1 Oth time, would announce 
formation of a half-Christian. 
half-Muslim cabinet on Monday. 

Mr. Karami also told the 
English-language magazine 
“Monday Morning” that Israel 
would have no excuse for staying 
.once a new Lebanese government 
restored law and order in the cou- 
ntry. 

“This we will bring about, I 
hope, and in such a situation we 
would expect Israel to withdraw 
rapidly,” he added. 

“The most important thing is 
the liberation of the south and the 
Bekaa, which are under occ- 
upation by the Israeli enemy,'’ he 
said. Israel's evacuation headed 
the list of priorities. 

Meanwhile, Lebanese armed 
groups fired at each other across 
the front lines ia Beirut int- 


ermittently Sunday. 

The shooting broke out in 
..., ^-morning between the mainly 
Muslim militias in the west and the 
Lebanese army and the pre- 
dominantly Christian rightist for- 
ces in the east. 

Grenades, roaebineguns and 
automatic rifles were used but the 
fighting was not as heavy as Sat- 
urday, when two people were kil- 
led and more than 20 wounded. • 

Reuter quoted political sources 
as saying Mr. Karami would have 
to hold further talks with factional 
leaders on whether they the- 
mselves will take part in the cab- 
inet or will be represented by dep- 
uties. 

All the country’s main factions 
— the Shfite militia Amal, the 
mainly Druze Progressive Soc- 
ialist Party (PSP) and the right- 
wing Falangist and National Lib- 
eral parties — are expected to' 
have ministers serving under Mr. 
Karami. 

■ • -In his interview with Monday 
Morning, Mr. Karami said there 
has been a demand from all sides 
for the return of the army, which 
was split following the outbreak of 
a new round of civil war, in Feb- 
ruary, to its barracks. 

In his radio statement Sunday, 
he explained that the return of the 
Lebanese army to its barTacks 
"will in no way mean the eli- 
mination of the army’s role. What 
will work on is to rehabilitate the 
army in a way to win back the con- 
fidence of the people and to fur- 
ther strengthen it so that it will be 
able to carry out its duties again 
and protect the countiy and the 
people.” 

Mr. Karami insisted that his 
main goal is to see Lebanon turn 
into a massive “construction site” 
to erase the traces of nine years of 
civii war.

Syria warns of Israeli 
offensive with U.S. help 


DAMASCUS (R) — Syrians def- 
ence minister has warned of an 
Israeli offensive against Syria and 
accused the United States of try- 
ing to ensure Israel's military sup- 
remacy. 

Lieutenant-General Mustafa 
Tlas was speaking at a military 
academy in northern Syria Sat- 
urday and his remarks were car- 
ried by the state-controlled Syrian 
press Sunday. 

Gen. Tlas said the U.S. wanted 
to “achieve Israels military sup- 
remacy in order to launch an off- 
ensive against Syria.” 

Syrian and Israeli forces face 
each other in the Bekaa Valley of 
east Lebanon. Syria has some 
40,000 troops in Lebanon. 

“If the U.S. and Israel launch an 
aggression against us they will find 
an army able to repel the agg- 
ression aod to inflict heavy losses 


on the enemy,” the defence min- 
ister said. 

Diplomats believe that under 
the terms of a 1980 treaty of fri- 
endship and co-operation bet- 
ween Damascus and the Kremlin, 
the Soviet Union would step in to 
help against an attack on Syrian 
territory but not in the event of 
clashes in Lebanon. 

But Gen. Tlas was quoted rec- 
ently by an Arab newspaper as 
saying Syrian forces in Lebanon 
are covered by the Syrian-Soviet 
deal. 

The terms of the agreement that 
deal with security issues have 
never been made public. 

■ There is an unknown number of 
Soviet advisers in Syria, mainly 
manning batteries of surface- 
to-air SAM-5 and SAM-6 missiles 
around Damascus and the ind- 
ustrial city of Homs. 


Zia, officials discuss 
election arrangements 



ISLAMABAD (R) — President' 
Mohammad Zia Ui Haq of Pak- 
istan met officials Sunday to dis- 
cuss national elections he has 
promised to hold by next March, 
the official APP news agency rep- 
orted. 

APP said the meeting with 
Chief Election Commissioner 
SA.. Nusrat and other officials was 
an “in-depth review of the arr- 
angements being made for holding 
free and fair elections.” 

General Zia, who has twice pos- - 


tponed elections since seizing 
power in 1977, has yei to decide 
the form of future government' 
and whether he will allow the pol- 
itical parties he banned in 1 979 to 
take part in the polls. 

He says he wants to adopt a still 
unexplained Islamic system of 
government, but the political par- 
ties demand immediate elections 
under the suspended 1973 con- 
stitution which provides for a 
Western parliamentary system.

Jewish terrorist network linked 
to Jerusalem boobytrap bombs 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — The 
arrest of dozens of suspected ter- 
rorists in Jewish settlements in the 
occupied West Back has unc- 
overed what is believed to be a 
well-organised network res- 
ponsible for a number of attacks 
on Palestinians over the past four 
years. 

Police would not say how many 
people they had arrested. Israeli 
newspapers and radio stations put 
the number at between 30 and 40 
and said the arrests were con- 
tinuing. 

The police operation began on 
Friday after security forces foiled 
an attempt to blow up a fleet of 
Palestinian buses in East Jer- 
usalem. 

They dismantled 16 bombs att- 
ached to the buses. The attempted 
attack was apparently intended as 
revenge for recent Palestinian 
commando operations in the occ- 
upied territories. 

Police detained 15 prominent 
residents of Jewish settlements on 
the occupied West Bank and 
Golan Heights on Friday, acc- 
ording to various news agencies. 

In unusual procedure after the 
arrests, judges were brought to the 
cells of the suspects for brief hea- 
rings after which the detainees 
were remanded in custody for 15 
days. The judges forbade pub- 
lication of the names of any of the 
accused, according to news agency 
reports. 

Israeli newspapers said they inc- 
luded several well-known West 
Bank settlement activists, senior 
reservist army officers, at least one 


demolitions expert and people 
holding public office in their towns 
and villages. 

In one of Sunday's arrests, pol- 
ice raided the West Bank set- 
tlement of Ofra. near the Pal- 
estinian town of Ramallah. and 
detained a leading settler. 

Leftist politicians have warned 
Of the existence of an armed Jew- 
ish group for the past four years, 
ever since two prominent West 
Bank Palestinian mayors were 
maimed in car bomb explosions in 
June, 1980. 

Concern grew after another att- 
ack last July in which armed men, 
believed to be Jewish settlers, 
burst into the Islamic College in 
Hebron, spraying automatic fire in 
all directions. 

Four students were killed and 
over 30 wounded in the attack. 

Police investigators are che- 
cking the possibility that some of 
the current suspects were also inv- 
olved in those attacks, whose per- 
petrators have never teen caughr. 

In the past two months, Israeli 
security forces have uncovered 
three separate groups of Jewish 
extremists. 

The latest group is believed to 
be more professional, better org- 
anised, better equipped and far 
more dangerous than any of the 
other groups so far uncovered. 

Attaching the bombs to the 
buses required a high degree of 
technical skill. The bombs were 
placed in the bus enignes aod in 
different pans of their und- 
ercarriages with the intention of 
causing maximum casualties. 


Pressure mounts on Britain 
for probe into embassy siege 


LONDON (R) — The opposition 
Labour Party Sunday called for an 
inquiry into the government’s 
handling of the 11 -day crisis at 
Libya's London embassy which 
led Britain to break off diplomatic 
relations with Tripoli. 

The call was a clear warning to 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher’s government that the affair 
would not end with the formal 
severance of Anglo-Libyan dip- 
lomatic ties at midnight Sunday. 

Smaller opposition parties, the 
Liberals and the Social Dem- 
ocrats, have also demanded that 
the government should explain 
how it happened that a young pol- 
icewoman was shot outside the 
Libyan mission and her killer all- 
owed to go free. 

Gerald Kaufman, Labour’s 
home affairs spokesman, said 
there were important questions ro 
be answered about the int- 
elligence background to the inc- 
ident. 

“People will not accept that the 
government should keep cards to 
their chest which would prevent 
this kind of thing in the future.” he 
said. 

The police siege of Libya’s 
London mission ended on Friday 
with the simultaneous return- 
home of the embassy staff and of 


Qadhafi urges 
‘reciprocal’ action 

BAHRAIN (R) — Libyan leader 
Colonel Muammar Qadhafi has 
accused Britain of protecting ter- 
rorists and called for “reciprocal” 
action against the British ant- 
■ horities, the official Libyan news 
agency reported Sunday. 

The agency said Col. Qadhafi 
made the statement in Tripoli Sat- 
urday night to the group of Lib- 
yans who had been under siege in 
the Libyan embassy in London for 
10 days (See story on page 2). 

Col. Qadhafi said the Libyans in 
the mission had been “victims of 
an air and ground armed attack.** * 

This appeared to be a repetition 
of Libya’s allegation that London 
police and the anti -Qadhafi dem- 
onstrators were responsible for the 
shooting. 

Libyan officials had previously 

referred to a British police hel- 
icopter they said overflew the 
embassy that day. 

British diplomats in Tripoli. 

It began on April 17 when pol- 
icewoman Yvonne Fletcher was 
killed in a burst of gunfire which 
witnesses said came from an emb- 


assy window. She had been she- 
pherding a demonstration by opp- 
onents of Libyan leader Mua- 
mmar Qadhafi. 

Britain broke off relations with 
Libya after failing to secure CoL 
Qadhafi’ s permission to search the 
embassy. It said the breach would 
take formal effect at midnight 
Sunday. 

The government’s critics want 
answers to a number of questions: 

Why was the embassy not pla- 
ced under closer scrutiny after it 
was taken over by militant Qad- 
hafi supporters in February? 

Was the government warned by 
the United States intelligence ser- 
vices, as some press reports have 
alleged, that the demonstration 
might provoke bloodshed? 

Why were embassy staff who 
were not accredited diplomats all- 
owed to leave the country when 
they might have included the kil- 
ler? 

Meanwhile Britain's police and 
press played a guessing game Sun- 
day over the identity of the gun- 
man who killed the policewoman 
and most National Sunday new- 
spapers said the police knew who 
the killer was. 

Police would not comment on 
the reports, none of which gave 
the killer's name. 


Arafat to call PNC 
meeting next month 


Police are not revealing how 
they uncovered the plot. 

Israel Radio reported on Sun- 
day that the bombs were made of 
plastic explosives of a type used by 
the Israeli army and connected to 
timers and batteries. 

The radio said the bombs were 
timed to explode on Friday aft- 
ernoon when the buses would be 
crowded with passengers ret- 
urning from prayer services on the 
occasion of a festival marking the 
ascent to heaven of the Prophet 
Mohammad. 

One theory, the radio said, was 
that the bombs were set to go off 
when all the buses were together 
in East Jerusalem's central bus 
station. 

The bombs were ail planted 
while the buses were parked ove- 
rnight at the homes of the drivers, 
the reports said, adding inv- 
estigators believed the terrorists 
had extensive and accurate int- 
elligence about their intended tar- 
gets. 

The daily Hadashot said the 
bombs were made up of between 
three and 10.5 kilogrammes of 
explosives. There were up to three 
bombs in each bus, it said. 

Dan Meridor, the cabinet sec- 
retary, told reporters that the Isr- 
aeli cabinet Sunday heard reports I 
from the head of Israel's .security i 
service on the foiled bombing att- 1 
empts. 

“There was very strong con- 
demnation in the government of 
the attempts that were made on 
Friday to blow up the buses,” Mr. 
Meridor said. 


KUWAIT (Agencies) — Pal- 
estinian leader Yasser Arafat said 
Saturday, be planned to call for a 
meeting of the Palestine National 
CouncQ (PNC), parliament in 
exile, to be held next month in 
Algeria. 

The Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) chairman told a 
news conference here: “1 shall call 
for a meeting of the Palestine Nat- 
ional Council in Algeria to discuss 
Palestinian developments.” 

“I shall also invite 5.000 Pal- 
estinians from (Israeli) occupied 
and non-occupied territories to 
another meeting in Algeria at the 
same time. They will be rep- 
resentatives of popular org- 
anisations who will be informed of 
the latest Palestinian dev- 
elopments.” 

Mr. Arafat, who arrived in 
Kuwait earlier Saturday, did not 
give a precise date for the PNC 
meeting. 

The 450-member PNC held its 
last session in Algiers more than 
14 months ago. Attempts to con- 
vene the PNC since have been 
delayed, mainly because of exi- 
sting rivalries within Mr. Arafat's 
Fateh group, the PLO's mai- 
nstream faction. 

Mr. Arafat's invitation to 5,000 
Palestinians to be present in Alg- 
iers appeared to be on the lines of 
statements made earlier this 
month by one of his close aides. 
Khalil A1 Wazir (Abu Jihad) said 
Fateh would call for a conference 
to elect a new parliament if efforts 
to reconcile the rival factions fai- 
led. 

Mr. Arafat Saturday expressed 
his support for Algeria’s current 
efforts to reconcile PLO dif-‘ 
ferences, but warned: “Those who 
pointed their guns against Pal- 
estinians or struck refugee camps 
have no place with us." 

Describing his opponents wit- 
hin the PLO as “the hounds of ( 
some Arab states ” Mr. Arafat 
said he would present the PNCs 
meeting with a list of the names of 
“those who struck the Palestinian 
revolution and infringed the ind- 
ependence of Palestinian dec- 


Do nation campaign 

Later on Saturday, Mr. Arafat 
addressed a rally of Palestinians 
living in Kuwait and said he was 
launching a donation campaign 
for “confronting the Israeli plans 
to Judaise Jerusalem.” 

Mr. Arafat said this was a dec- 
ision adopted by the pan-lslamic 
committee on Jerusalem which 
met earlier this month in Morocco 
to discuss retaliatory measures 
against states that move their Isr- 
ael embassies from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem. 

Noting that the pan-lslamic 
committee had decided that the 
member states of the Organisation 
of Islamic Conference (OlC) rup- 
ture ties with El Salvador ami 
Costa Rica for having moved their 
embassies to Jerusalem. Mr. Ara- 
fat expressed the view that the two 
Latin American countries only 
took the move as “pan at a U.S. 
trial balloon” to test how far the 
Arab counter reaction would go. 

On other issues, Mr. Arafat 
pledged to bring back Egypt to the 
Arab fold “through the Pal- 
estinian doorway,” but also said 
Egypt's return had to be based on 
a “distancing” of itself from the 
Camp David accords. 

Egypt was ostracised by the 
PLO and the rest of the Arab sta- 
tes for the U.S. -sponsored 1978 
Camp David accords which led to 
the Egypt- Israel treaiy. 

Mr. Arafat pledged "esc- 
alation” of Palestinian commando 
action in the Israeli-occupied ter- 
ritories. 

The PLO chairman came from 
Iraq earlier Saturday and said he 
discussed with President Saddam 
Hussein and other officials the 
re- activation of the pan-lslamic 
mission that would try in end the 
44-month-old war between Iran 
and Iraq. 

Mr. Arafat was received Sunday 
by Kuwaiti ruler. Sheikh Jaber Al 
Ahmad A1 Sabah and Prime Min- 
ister Sheikh Saad A1 Abdullah A1 
Sabah. 


Chernenko says Sc-ivts 

ready to face any threat 


MOSCOW (R) — President Kon- 
stantin Chernenko said Sunday 
the Soviet Union would “keep its 
gunpowder dry” and remain ready 
to counter at once any threat from 
the West. 

Addressing steelworkers in 
Moscow, Mr. -Chernenko also said 
that since East- West tension had 
increased, members of the Soviet 
public had urged the Kremlin to 
extend the working week and set 
up a national defence fund to 
boost Moscow's military strength. 

“As long as military and pol- 
itical tension exists and as long as 
the nuclear missile danger from 
the U.S. and NATO overhangs 
our countiy, our gunpowder sho- 
uld be kept dry,” Mr. Chernenko 
said in remarks reported by the 
TASS news agency. 

“And we must always be on 
guard so that the correlation of 
forces cannot be changed in fav- 
our of imperialism and we turn out 
to be the weaker,” he added. 

The meeting, at Moscow's 
“ Hammer and Sickle” Steelworks 


was Mr. Chernenko’s first address 
to ordinary workers since he came 
to power in February. 

Mr. Chernenko said members 
of the public had urged the Kre- 
mlin to lengthen the working week 
and set up the special fund in dir- 
ect reaction to the worsening of 
East-West tension. 

He thanked the war veterans, 
young workers and farmers who 
had made such proposals, but 
added they would not be nec- 
essary. 

"Our economic capability, the 
new technical systems increasing 
the effective ness of defence, make 
it possible to ensure reliably the 
security of the Soviet stale and its 
allies without resorting to the pro- 
posed measures.” he said. 

Although he pledged living sta- 
ndards would continue to ri4e, the 
president's remarks appeared int- 
ended as a warning to the public 
that a large part of the state budget 
was going into defence and that 
sacrifices might be required.

CALCUTTA (AP) — More than 
1 ,400 people, many children, have 
died this month in India and Ban- 
gladesh from epidemics caused by 
contaminated drinking water, off- 
icials in the two neighbouring nat- 
ions said Saturday. 

In India 808 died of dysentery 
in drought-hit West Benga 1 ;tate, 
271 died of hepatitis in ,.ie wes- 
tern state of Gujarat and gastco- 
entritis killed 90 in northeastern 
Tripura state, Indian Public Hea- 
lth Ministry officials said.

Egypt, Libya agree 


to resume air flights 


CAIRO (R) — The national airlines of Egypt and 
Libya have agreed in principle to resume flights 
between the two countries interrupted in 1979, an 
Egypt Air official said Sunday. 

The decision was made at a sec- 


ret meeting in Tripoli last week 
attended by an Egyptian Ministry 
of Economy official and two 
Egypt Air representatives. 

The surprise agreement, only 
one month after Egypt accused 
Libya of masterminding a bomb 
attack on the Sudanese radio sta- 
tion near Khartoum, could signal a 
thaw in bilateral relations, ana- 
lysts here said. 

The ministry official, Muh- 
ammad Fathi Abdul Latif, dir- 
ector general of foreign exchange' 
* administration, told Reuters that 
the two airlines also agreed to rel- 
ease funds frozen by the two cou- 
ntries following the break in air 
traffic. 

He said the Egyptian Ministry 
of Economy bad agreed to release 
about $1.2 million belonging to 
Libyan Arab Airlines upon the 
release of about $9 million of fro-' 
zen Egypt Air funds in Libya. 

The airlines have yet to agree on 
a date for the resumption of 


flights, pending final agreement 
between the civil aviation aut- 
horities of the two countries. 

But the Egypt Air official said 
the company hoped to resume 
flights this summer to handle tho- 
usands of Egyptian teachers ret- 
urning from Libya for the hol- 
idays. 

The 182,000 Egyptians wor- 
king in Libya now travel to the 
neighbouring country through a 
third country, either Malta, Tun- 
isia, or Greece. 

The Egypt Air official said the 
company loses as much as IS mil- 
lion Egyptian pounds ($17.85 mil- 
lion) each summer season in pot-, 
entik revenue. 

The official said air traffic bet- 
ween tbe two countries could sus- 
tain 12 flights weekly. Flight det- 
ails will be worked out by a joint 
technical committee expected to 
meet shortly. 

Relations between the two cou- 
ntries have been strained since 
1973 because of differences over 


their Middle East policies and 
Libya's insistence over their Mid- 
dle East policies and Libya's ins- 
istence on an Egyptian- Libyan 
merger. 

Last month, Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak ordered a high 
state of readiness in the armed 
forces on the western desert bor- 
der with Libya following Libyan 
threats to assist revolutionary act- 
ivity in Egypt. 


Libyan leader Muammar Qad- 
hafi threatened to organise a 
march to Egypt but the Egyptian 
government said this would be 
tantamount to aggression and 
would be dealt with as such. 


The border between the two 
countries remains closed and 
Egypt has the bulk of its army sta- 
tioned near it. . 

Unconfirmed reports have said 
that a special envoy of Col. Qad- 
hafi met President Mubarak sev- 
eral times in Cairo and two otber 
African capitals and discussed 
normalisation of Egyptian-Libyan 
relations. However, there has 
been no comment on the reports 
either from the Libyan authorities 
or the Egyptian government.

Libyans to continue 
‘revolutionary cause 9 


TRIPOLI (Agencies) — The for- 
mer occupants of the Libyan emb- 
assy in London, expelled by Bri- 
tain over the April 17 shooting of 
■a policewoman, met Colonel 
Muammar Qadhafi Saturday and 
vowed to continue their "rev- 
olutionary cause.” 

The Libyan diplomats and mil- 
itant students, who returned home 
on Friday full of anti-British sen- 
timent, had Saturday night sch- 
eduled a press conference at a Tri- 
poli hotel but cancelled at the last 
minute when Col. Qadhafi sum- 
moned them to a meeting. 

Libyan Television said they had 
"stressed to the brother leader 
(their) determination to continue 
the march foward towards con- 
firming the people's authority..." • 
The broadcast gave no other 
details-of the -meeting. 

Libya has officially denied inv- 
olvement in the killing of the pol- 
icewoman, who was felled by an 
assassin's bullet during an anti- 
Qadhafi demonstration outside 
the Libyan mission in London. 
Tbe expelled Libyans have denied 
British charges that the bullet was 
fired from the embassy. 

It was not known what the Lib-, 
yans had intended to tell the Wes- 
tern press at the aborted press 
conference. - 

Libya has not yet responded off- 
icially to London's announcement 
last Sunday that it was breaking 
diplomatic relations with Tripoli 
over the shooting. 

A statement is expected to be 
issued shortly by the people's gen- 
eral congress, the Libyan equ-. 
ivalent of a parliament. 

London withdrew its diplomatic 
staff from Tripoli this week and 
expelled the Libyans from the 


embassy. 

In what might be a peace signal, 
a “basic popular conference" in 
Sab ha. south of Tripoli, ruled aga- 
inst severing relations with Bri- 
tain, reasoning that "relations are 
between peoples, not gov- 
ernments." 

The conference are nominally 
■independent people's forums, but 
always reflect Col. Qadbaffs wiiL 
The issue is academic because Bri- 
tain already has severed relations. 
But London has said it has no qua- 
rrel with the Libyan people and 
wants good relations, provided 
Libya renounces violence. 

The British embassy and the 
former ambassador's residence 
were locked and deserted Sunday. 
Two British diplomats have rem- 
ained in Libya to take charge of a 
special interests section at the Ita- 
lian embassy which will hen- 
ceforth be responsible for British 
interests in Libya. 

Troquato Cardflli, a special Ita- 
lian envoy sent in to oversee the 
takeover, said Saturday former 
British Consul George Anderson 
and Administration Officer Reid 
Norton would receive diplomatic 
identity cards from Rome in the 
next few days and will be regarded 
by the Libyans as Italian dip- 
lomats. 

He noted that Libya, while not a 
party to the Vienna Convention 
guiding diplomatic protocol bet- 
ween nations, had claimed dip- 
lomatic immunity following the 
shooting. 

"The Vienna Convention is like 
the sand of the beach, the more 
you dig, the more sand you find," 
be said. “You can interpret it as 
you like." 


U.S. says it hopes Karami nomination 
will help reconcile Lebanese factions 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Tbe U.S. administration hopes 
that Lebanese President Amin 
Gemayers appointment of vet- 
eran politician Rashid Karami as 
prone minister will help rec- 
onciliation efforts among various 
factions in the strife- torn country, 

according to a State * Department 
spokesman. 

Deputy spokesman Alan Rom- 
berg, told reporters that the Uni- 
ted states has “consistently sup- 
ported Lebanese efforts towards 
formation of a more broadly based 
government and internal reforms 
necessary to achieve rec- 
onciliation among all Lebanese." 

“We obviously hope that app- 
ointment of Prime Minister Kar- 
ami and others as they are app- 
ointed (to the cabinet) will be 


steps in that direction,” he added. 

Mr, Romberg would not com- 
ment on reports that Israel has 
asked for a U.S. apology over 
remarks made' in Kuwait by the 
assistant secretary of state for 

Near East and South Asian affairs, 

Richard Murphy. Mr. Romberg 
did say, however, that he und- 
erstood that news reports said Mr. 
Murphy's comments concerned 
“the withdrawal of foreign forces 
from Lebanon.” 

“Our longstanding position on 
{this," Mr. Romberg said, “is that 
all of the foreign forces should 
leave Lebanon without regard to 
the circumstances of their entry." 

Asked about news reports that 
Mr. Murphy had said Syria was 
invited into Lebanon in 1976 but 
that Israel invaded tbe country in 


1982, Mr. Romberg said, “I can't' 
confirm what he did or didn't say. 
We have noted before Syria' spos* ■ 
ition, taking note of its view of the"; 
different circumstances, but t 
can’t confirm what be said." 

When asked why he could 
confirm what Mr. Murphy said, 
the spokesman said, “Foe one 
thing, I don’t know. But we've ’ 
noted before that Syria has 
said that it came in under different, 
circumstances. Thafs, as I say, not 
really our point. Our point is that ■ 
all the (foreign) forces, regardless. 
of how they went in, should get . 
out." - , ' . 

Told he appeared to be letting 
the reported Murphy remarks, 
stand, Mr. Romberg repeated that 
“we’re not going to comment an . 
it." _ 


Bangladesh, Oman urge 
end to Iran- Iraq conflict 


DHAKA (Agencies) — Ban- 
gladesh and Oman have called for 
an immediate end to tbe Gulf war 
between Iran and Iraq and rei- 
terated demands for an Israeli 
withdrawal from occupied ter- 
ritories. 

Their appeal came in a joint 
communique issued Saturday at 
the end of a two-day visit to Ban- 
gladesh by Oman Foreign Min- 
ister Yousuf A1 AiawL Mr. Alawi 
met President Hossain Moh- 
ammad Ershad and had t alks with 
Bangladeshi leaders on issues aff- 
ecting the Muslim World, the 
communique said. 

He visited Bangladesh five days 
after an Egyptian envoy handed a 
letter to Gen. Ershad from Egy- 
ptian President Hosni Mubarak 
on a new plan for ending the 
43-month -old Gulf war. 

Details were not disclosed, buta 
Bangladeshi source said it con- 
tained proposals for stationing a 
peace force along the Iran-Iraq 
border. 

Mr. Alawi earlier told reporters 
his country could support the pro- 
posal if it had a chance of success. 

Iran has already rejected the 
Egyptian efforts to end the war 
because it says Cairo supports 


epeudenc homeland for the Pal- 
estinians. 

Mr. Alawi later left here for 
Malaysia. 


Yemen leader in Baghdad 


Meanwhile, North Yemen Pre- 
sident All Abdallah Saleh, on an 
unexpected visit to Iraq, held a 
30-minute meeting with Iraqi Pre- 
sident Saddam Hussein. 

The Iraqi News Agency (IN A) 
said Mr. Saleh, who arrived in 
Baghdad Saturday night, was rec- 
eived at the airport by President 
Hussein and other leading Iraqi 
officials.

ANKARA (R) — Turkish Prime

an Armenian guerrilla attack sho- 
rtly before he arrived. 

Turkish businessman Isik Yon- 
der, a longtime resident of Teh- 
ran, was shot in the head and cri- 
tically wounded by gunmen on a' 
motorcycle Saturday morning as 
he drove with his wife Sadiye to 
the Turkish embassy, where she . 
works as a secretary. 

The semi-official Anatolian 
news agency reported from Teh- 
ran Sunday that Mr. Yonder was 
still in a deep coma. His wife was 
only slightly hurt, it said. 

The agency said Mr. Ozal dis- 
cussed tbe attack, claimed by the 
Armenian Secret Army for the 
Liberation of Armenia (AS ALA), 
with Mr. Mousavi Saturday night 
It quoted Mr. Mousavi as telling - 
Turkish journalists after the mee- 
ting: “There are superpowers beh- 
ind terrorism and we are det- 
ermined to kill the roots of it." 

The Yonder shooting was the ' 
second time Armenian guerrillas 
bad hit Turkish targets in Tehran 
in a month. Two diplomats were 
wounded, one seriously, in a rash 
of attacks on March 28. 

The main aim of Mr. OzaTs 
three-day visit is to further boost 
trade between the two countries 
which totalled $23 billion last 
year. 


Court delays Israeli newspaper closure 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Israels sup- 
reme court issued an order del- 
aying a decision by the chief mil- 
itary censor to close the daily new- 
spaper Hadashot, a court official 
said Sunday. 

The military censor on Saturday 
ordered tbe immediate closure of 
Hadashot on Friday, when the 
newspaper reported that Defence 
Minister Mosbe Arens had app- 
ointed a senior officer to inv- 
estigate the deaths of four Pal- 
estinians who hijacked an Israeli 
bus earlier this month. 

Court clerk Y&akov Avraham 
said that Judge Menachem Elon 
stayed the censor’s order after 


meeting the paper’s managing dir- 
ector, Amos Schocken. The court . 
met on Sunday morning to decide 
on the paper's appeal against the 
censor’s order, he said. 

Hadashot, a tabloid that began 
publication in March, reported on 
its front page on Friday that Mr. 
-Arens had appointed the com- 
ptroller of the defence est- 
ablishment Major General Meir 
Zorea, to investigate the deaths of 
the Palestinians. 

The four commandos were kil- 
led after Israeli soldiers stormed 
the bus early the following mor- 
ning. One Israeli woman soldier 
was killed and eight other hos- 


tages wounded in the attack. 

Two of the commandos were 
killed in the attack, and array sta- 
tements said the other two died of 
their wounds on the way to hos-

But doubts were raised about 
the official version of events after 
photographers from Hadashot 
and other Israeli newspapers rev- 
ealed they had photographed one 
or more men being led away from 
the scene by Israeli soldiers. One 
picture taken by Hadashof s pho- 
tographer showed a man, app- 
arently uninjured being taken 
away in handcuffs.

- which is based in Washington 

D.C.. was created 1 6 years ago to 
provide international sports com- 
petition for mentally retarded chi- 
ldren and adults. , 

“We are not concerned-uke 
>r other Olympic organisations in 
the performances as such, our 
concern is that individuals feel 
part of society and good about 
■. themselves." 

The SOI, which was established 
. by the Kennedy Foundation Dr. 
7 ■ Hayden added, has branches in 55 


countries and has a strength of 
1 2.5 million mentally retarded 
athletes who are trained to par- 
ticipate hi the international Oly- 
mpic Games. 

“Every four years, Olympic 
Games are held on a large scale 
with one million mentally ret- 
arded people taking part." 

Dr. Hayden explained that 
there are summer and winter 
games conducted every four years, 
but at different times. “For ins- 
tance, our next winter games will 
be held in 1985 while the next 
summer games will be held m 
1987,” he said. 

On how the participants are 
categorised at these games, he said 
that it is not done according to IQ 
but competitors are grouped acc- 
ording to age, sex, and ability. 

“We have groups with ages that 
varies from eight to 20,20 to 29, 
and from 30 and above,” he said 
enlarging on the subject. 

Regarding the SOrs resources. 
Dr. Hayden said that the Kennedy 
Foundation provides an annual 
grant in addition to the support of 
die various corporations fond ra i- 


On the aim of his visit to Jordan, 
Dr. Hayden said it is to discuss 
ways and means to assist Jordan in 
developing this sector for the men- 
tally handicapped and “in that 
way Jordan will become a member 
in this international movement." 

He added that one of his goals is 
to have Jordan represented by a 
national team at the Olympic 
Games. “We are not merely int- 
erested in developing teams for we

Benvenisti says what? 

ISRAEL’S absorption of tbe West Bank and Gaza has passed 
die “critical point/’ transforming the Israeli-Palestinian con- 
flict into an “internal, ethnic strife between superiors and 
inferiors" with potentially sinister implications for Israel. Tbe 
whole political discussion, which is based on tbe premise of 
achieving a Middle East settlement through exchanging ter- 
ritory for peace, is irrelevant and has been overtaken by eve- 
nts. A Labour victory in the upcoming Israeli elections could 
not possibly produce adequate results to reverse the ine- 
vitability of annexing tbe occopied territories. Israel has in 
effect become a “dual society,” faced now with the prospect of 
indefinitely ruling more than a million Arabs “who will not 
have full democratic rights.” 

These are the conclusions of an extensive study directed by 
an Israeli expert, Meron Benvenisti, and centred on the extent 
of Israeli presence in the West Bank. The study was published 
by the American Enterprise Institute in Washington last week. 

Benvenisti is known to be an Israeli dove who has conducted 
research on the occupied Arab territories for years. ffis fin- 
dings should be taken seriously by aO. not in tbe least by tbe 
Arabs, because their implications on the future of this area and 
its peoples can neither be underestimated nor ignored. 

Washington, upon hearing the report, was quick to say that 
it was sticking by its policy of “territorial compromise” as 
enunciated by the Reagan proposals of Sept. 1, 1982. That is 
the official line, an administration spokesman said, although 
other officials appeared to be more sceptical and promised to 
take up the questions raised in the report with Benvenisti when 
they met with him personally later on. In Israel, the findings 
seem to have been common knowledge for some time now, and 
the heated debate that they might have started otherwise app- 
arently has for long been in the air. How serious the split is 
between the Herutniks and the Labourites over Israel’s future 
is itself a matter of debate; what should matter most, however, 
is how the Arabs themselves view the whole question of occ- 
upation and the Judaisation of what is left of tbe occupied Arab 
territories. 

It is a vital question that nobody should prejudge or attempt 
to answer without the foil knowledge of what an historic, 
eternal conflict entails and of what the consequences or giving 
in to the enemy’s dictates could be. There Is a lot to be thought 
of, said and done in either case. It is now or never that we Arabs 
make up our minds which way oar conflict with the Israelis 
should go- Hesitation has already cost us much more than we 
can afford. '

Al Ra'i : A holy occasion 

OUR CELEBRATION of Al lsra' Wal MPraj this year coincides 
with the completion of 1 7 years of Israeli occupation of Arab lands. It 
also comes at a time when the Israelis are intent on maintaining 
Jerusalem as their capital with total disregard to the city’s status and 
its Arab and Muslim characters and holy places.

It helps it to expand in the 
African continent and offers it unlimited guarantees for continuous 
growth. Therefore, the Israeli and American policies could be con- 
sidered as one, and this proves the extent of U.S. collusion with Israel 
over policies and issues not only pertaining to the Arabs alone, but to 
the whole world.

LONDON — The United States, 
whose foreign policy is frequently 
criticised here, appeared Tuesday 
to be the only Western ally four- 
square behind Britain's break in 
relations with Libya. 

Other reaction, even from Bri- 
tain’s closest West European all- 
ies. was muted or niL an Ass-, 
ociated Press survey showed. 

Britain on Easter Sunday broke 
diplomatic relations with Libya 
following th’e shooting of a Lon- 
don policewoman and the wou- 
nding of 11 Libyan dissidents 
demonstrating outside the Libyan 
embassy. British officials said a 
machine-gun burst came from ins- 
ide the embassy and called it- a 


“barbaric outrage." 

Within hours of the shooting, 
the U.S. State Department con- 
demned Libya, with spokesman 
John Hughes calling the incident 
“absolutely scandalous." 

When Britain broke relations. 
President Ronald Reagan's adm- 
inistration gave its full support for 
the action. Deputy White House 
Press Secretary Larry Speakes 
said the United States felt the dec- 
ision was “totally appropriate..: 
and we support it withouL res- 
ervation." 

Conservative Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher on April 10 
bluntly criticised the American 
mining of Nicaraguan ports as 
“very dangerous to international 
traffic on the high seas." 

And last October she taxed the 
United States for what she termed 


“walking into" Grenada in a 
U.S.-led invasion. She said if the 
United States continued to invade 
countries on grounds of Leftist 
takeovers “we're going to have 
really terrible wars in the world." 

West Germany. Britain’s major 
ally in the 10-nation European 
Economic Community, by late 
Tuesday maintained silence on 
London's break with Libya. 

The French Foreign Ministry 
said only it “deplored the vio- 
lation of international con- 
ventions and principled’ which led 
to the British-Libyan diplomatic 
crisis. There was no elaboration. 

An Italian Foreign Ministry 
spokesman, who could not be quo- 
ted by name, said the rupture in 
relations, between London and 
Tripoli was a“bilateral question." 
Italy has, however, agreed to rep- 


resent British interests in Libya, 
Denmark, another European 
Community ally, had no com- 
ment. Asked if this indicated dis- 
approval, Foreign Ministry Spo- 
kesman Bent Skou said. “It ind- 
icates nothing at all. We just 
haven’t issued a statement-" 

Irish Foreign Minister Peter 
Barry said Britain’s decision to 
expel Libya's diplomats was not 
justified. He said he didn’t believe 
the behaviour of Libyan diplomats 
abroad had put (hem “outside the 
courts" of diplomatic relations. 

In Vienna. Robert Wiesner. 
spokesman for the Austrian For- 
eign Ministry, had no comment on 
Britain’s break with Libya, but he 
said: “We are ready to make a 
contribution to resolve the con- 
flict.” 

Austria is one of the few West 
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Greek Socialists hope to bolster public 
support at home through EC elections

ATHENS — Greek Prime Min- 
ister Andreas Papandreou, whose 
Socialist government is being 
growing strains after nearly three 
years in power, plans to use Eur- 
opean parliamentary elections in 
June to bolster public support at 
home. 

While presenting a centrist list 
of candidates, the Socialists are 
using less moderate rhetoric to 
recapture votes from the country’s 
Left wing. 

Mr. Papandreou himself has 
said the outcome of the European 
elections will have significance for 
the government's popularity. 
Analysts say a defeat for the Soc- 
ialists might even provoke him to 
seek early elections for the nat- 
ional parliament. 

The ruling Panhellenic Socialist 
Movement (PASOK.) swept to 
power in October 1 981 , taking 48 
per cent of the vote. 


Greece has since then seen rel- 
ative industrial peace. But rec- 
ently th£ country has experienced 
a wave of minor but annoying pub- 
lic sector strikes, a sign the Greek 
Communist Party may be ready to 
renounce its tacit arrangement 
with PASOK to keep labour unr- 
est to a minimum. 

Inflation, now over 20 per cent 
and the European Community’s 
highest, low investment and high 
unemployment have all taken 
their 'toll on the government's 
popularity. 

The middle class has been ang- 
ered by an austere incomes policy, 
and controversial internal reforms 
and a stumbling foreign policy 
have hurt the Socialist Party’s pre- 
stige, analysts said. 

Tbe main opposition party, the 
conservative New Democracy, 
headed by political veteran Eva- 
ngheJos Averoff appears to have 
gained new electroral strength. 

Recent elections among uni- 
versity students and other pro- 
fessional groups, such as lawyers. 


doctors and engineers, also ind- 
icate that a swing of public sen- 
timent to the right may be und- 
erway. 

However, PASOK intends to 
defend its position by invoking the 
threat of a return to right-wing 
rule, which they indentify with 
repression and economic ine- 
quality, and the threat of "Jurkish 
aggression" / t 
. In tHe run-up to the European 
election campaign. Mr. Pap- 
andreou has blamed tbe United 
States and North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation (NATO) for eno- 
ouraging what he calls Turkish 
arbitrariness over tbe divided isl- 
and of Cyprus. 

. He has also implicitly criticised 
U.N. Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar, urging him to 
take a more pro-Greek stand in 
the Cyprus dispute. 

Analysts attribute Mr. Pap- 
andreou' s renewed a^ti- Western 
stridency to an effort to regain 
Left-wing voters- while keeping 
peace with the Communist- 


dominated trade unions. 

On the internal front, in the last 
cabinet reshuffle he brought in 
more moderate politicians in an 
effort to attract centrist voters 
who were the backbone of 
PASOK popularity three years 
ago. 

PASOK*s ticket for the Eur- 
opean Parliament is also expected 
to include centrist politicians. ' 

Centre-Left elder statesman 
George Mavros. a former deputy 
premier and foreign minister, is 
expected to head the list. He is 
seen as a guarantee against such 
extreme moves as withdrawal 
from the European Community 
and severance of relations with 
NATO. 

Mr. Papandreou is looking for 
popular support with a variety of 
other promises, including pledges 
to destroy ail political files held by 
security police.' to reduce une- 
mployment and provide more 
rural jobs, and to introduce a more 
liberal army code to minimise the 
possibility of an army coup. 


Internal dispute heading for showdown 
in Malaysia’s main Chinese party

KUALA LU MPUR — Malaysia’s 
main Chinese political party, wra- 
cked by a bitter leadership dis- 
pute, seems poised for a serious 
showdown. 

Tan Koon Swan, leader of a 
group of 14 expelled from the 
Malaysian Chinese Association 
(MCA) Iasi month, said Sunday 
they would go ahead with an Ext- 
raordinary General Meeting 
(EGM) Sunday although it 
had been rejected by party hea- 
dquarters. 

“The EGM will be held as sch- 
eduled on April 29. We have con- 
sulted nearly 30 lawyers and they 
are of the opinion that the EGM is 
in accordance with the party’s 
constitution.'* Mr. Tan told Reu- 
ters. 

Mr. Tan, a business tycoon who 
was expected to stand for pre- 
sident in party elections in July, 
gained lhc support of about 1 500 
delegates who signed a petition 
calling for the EGM. The EGM 
calls for the rc-instatemcm of the 
sacked 1 4. who included two dep- 
uty ministers. 

But MCA's Acting President 
Datuk Neo Yec Pan rejected the 
petition Saturday after a central 


committee meeting which called 
for the formation of an ad-hoc 
committee to look into allegation 
of ''phantom members" in the 
MCA. 

The 14 maintain they were exp- 
elled for insisting on an inv- 
estigation into reports that Mr. 
Neo paddled party lists with non- 
existent names to boost his cha- 
nces in the party elections. 

Mr. Neo denied the charge and 
accused tbe 14 of inciting a split in 
MCA, the second largest party in 
Malaysia’s ruling coalition gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Neo told a press conference 
that MCA headquarters, on exa- 
mining the petition, found some 
false signatures and signatures of 
non-delegates. There was also 
evidence of pressure being used to 
force some to sign, he said. 

“We view the petition as not- 
hing more than an attempt by a 
group of disgruntled persons to 
grab power and overthrow the 
present leadership by unc- 
onstitutional means," said Mr. 
Neo, who is tbe housing minister. 

Members who attended the 
meeting would have to face ser- 
ious consequences as it had not 
been sanctioned by the party lea- 
dership, he said. 

Political sources close to Mr. 
Tan said they had expected Mr. 


Neo to reject the petition. “We 
have been expecting this and we 
will go all out to see that the EGM 
is convened," they said. 

Former MCA President Datuk 
Lee San Choon. who still has 
much influence in the party, has 
been asked to step in as a mediator 
to resolve tbe crisis. 

He told reporters that he would 
“tell alT* if his efforts at mediation 
failed before tbe EGM. He did not 
elaborate. 

Political analysts said the uph- 
eaval in the party would have ser- 
ious consequences on the future 
representation of Malaysia's five 
million Chinese. 

They said Mr. Neo and Mr. Tan 
were both keen to prevent an 
EGM as it would be a direct con- 
frontation between the two rival 
factions that would leave a serious 
split in the MCA and the Chinese 
community. 

But they said few choices were 
now left, particularly if Mr. Lee’s 
efforts failed. “The party lea- 
dership has also now thrown a cha- 
llenge on the convening of the 
EGM to the Tan camp." one ana- 
lyst said. 

Both Mr. Neo and Tan have 
mounted campaigns througho ut 
the country to win supporters to 
their side, although a home min- 
ister has warned them against sti- 


rring up racial sensitivities in a 
multiracial society. 

The party has issued suspension 
orders on most of the branches 
that voiced support for Mr. Taq 
and more than 70 branches are 
reported to have been suspended. 

But four of MCA's 20 members 
of parliament and 27 states ass- 
emblymen have come out in open 
support for Mr. Tan. threatening 
to resign from the party unless Mr. 
Neo steps down. 

Several veteran MCA pol- 
iticians in the party's central, 
committee have quit in the past 
week. 

Mr. Datuk Loh Fook Yen, 
MCA’s national organising sec- 
retary for tbe past 1 0 years, said he 
was leaving “to express my utter 
disgust at the high handed and arb- 
itrary manner in which party aff- 
airs are being conducted .” 

Mr. Loh urged Mr. Neo at a 
press conference Sunday to open

clear up the issue of phantom 
members. 

“We want an MCA that has 
honour and the respect of all tbe 
other communities. We want lea- 
ders who can stand up and say: I 
am not a phantom leader and do 
not represent a phantom party." 
Mr. Loh said.

Yugoslav authorities 
re-assert control

BELGRADE — A surprise cra- 
ckdown on dissidents that has 
unnerved many Yugoslav int- 
ellectuals is being seen as a move 
by the Communist authorities to 
re-assert a tighter grip inside the 
country. 

A police raid last week in which 
veteran dissident Mtlovan Djilas, 
72, and 27 others were seized at a 
private Belgrade apartment was 
the biggest operation for years 
against critics of Yugoslavia's soc- 
ialist system. 

Diplomats say it dramatically 
illustrated that a significant pan of 
the leadership, faced with huge 
economic problems, sees the need 
to re-assert authority inside the 
country and end an impressionof 
indecisiveness. 

The move has induced a new air 
of caution in Belgrade's int- 
ellectual community, some of 
whom fear it could herald a return 
to the authoritarian ways of the 
Tito era. 

Some diplomats believe it could 
tarnish the moderate image enj- 
oyed by Socialist, but non-aligned. 
Yugoslavia in the eyes of Western 
governments who arc contributing 
to a vital financial rescue package. 

“It is too early yet to evaluate 
how much this will hurt Yug- 
oslavia's image in the West. But 
the affair. will be a sharp reminder 
to .some .that ’ this country has 
strong Communist roots,” said 
one Western diplomat 

The government of Miika Pla- 
ninc has so far refrained from pub- 
lic comment on the affair. Many 
Western diplomats interpret this 
as indicating that a high-level eva- 
luation of die reaction abroad is 
still going on. 

But there are signs the aut- 
horities intend to maintain the 
firm line against internal dissident. 

In one of the few high-level 
comments, senior League of 
Communists’ member Zika Rad- 
ojlovic said on Tuesday: "With 
the use of all means at the disposal 
of a civilised state we shall not tol- 
erate such activities." 

A statement by police the next 
day said that similar action would 
be taken against such meetings in 
the future. 

Diplomats believe the 
carefully-mounted operation was 
authorised at a very high level, 
possibly by Yugoslavia's collective 
nine-man presidency, since it inv- 
olved such a controversial figure 
as Mr. Djilas. 


Mr. Djilas. an old foe of the 
Yugoslav Communist System 
both during and after the king rule 
of the late President Tito, was giv- 
ing an informal lecture on Yug- 
oslavia’s nationalities policy to the 
group when the police burst in. 

His release without charge just 
over 18 hours later indicated the 
authorities’ quick decision to limit 
bad publicity abroad from the aff- 
air. diplomats said. 

All those detained, who at one 
point also included Mr. Djilas’s 
lawyer. Srdjan Popovic. were sub- 
sequently released. Criminal pro- 
ceedings on a charge of hostile 
propaganda have been opened 
against two of them. 

The police swoop took place 
against a background of steadDy 
growing social freedom in Yug- 
oslavia since Mr. Tito’s death four 
years ago. 

The freedom of opinion in the 
once tightly-controlled press and 
the growth m popularity, for exa- 
mple, of public discussion groups 
outside state control arc just two 
phenomena which have caused 
edgy public reaction from some 
conservative political figures. 

Some diplomats believe such 
anxieties have been compounded 
by fears that the country's eco- 
nomic problems could breed the 
beginnings of a political opp- 
osition threatening lhe one-party 
system. 

One puzzling aspect of an odd 
case is that police have described 
last week's gathering as ‘illegal". 
The group had been meeting reg- 
ularly for several years untroubled 
by police though without Mr. Dji- 
las. 

Some diplomats believe the pol- 
ice operation was intended to 
re-assure conservative members 
of the power structure that a firm 
hand is being maintained at the 
centre of the federal structure in 
spite of the economic crisis. 

The timing may have been inf- 
luenced by the fact that a new col- 
lective presidency is due to be 
sworn in on May S to run state 
affairs for the next 10 years. 

"Friday’s operation' could be 
seen as a move to tidy up the house 
for the new state leadership." one 
diplomat said. 

Some believe that by releasing 
almost everyone without charge 
the authorities have more or less 
. admitted .to a blunder. 

But others say it was clearly int- 
ended as a warning shot to the 
country’s dissidents in general not 
to be tempted to organise the- 
mselves into a politicalopposition. 


Released film exposes 
Brazil military’s role

RIO DR JANEIRO — The 
military-backed regime has lifted 
a shadow on the leftist gov- 
ernment it overthrew 20 years 
ago. by dropping a ban of a movie 
about the leader of that adm- 
inistration, President Joao Gou- 
lart. 

The film, “Jango" (the late 
ex-president 3 s nickname) traces 
Mr. Goulart' s rise to power, his 
years in office from 1961 -1964 
and his ouster by a right-wing mil- . 
itary movement. It is sympathetic 
to the former civilian leader and 
unflaterring in deviewing the mil- 
itary regime still in power. 

It also documents U.S. opp- 
osition to Mr. Goulart and support 
for the military takeover. 

Censors banned “Jango" from a 
national film festival. But Justice 
Minister Ibrahim Abi-Acke] ove- 
rturned the ban. The picture, ope- 
ned commercially in ApriL ■ 

. “No country should censor a 
film that deals with its own history 
said Justice Ministry Spokesman 
Antonio Siraoes. 

Silvio Tendler, the 34-year-old 
Brazilian who produced and dir- 
ected “Jango" called the 'gov- 
ernment's decision “politically 
wise" and “a victory for dem- 
ocracy:" 

Mr. Tendler. who was only 14 .at. 
the’ time of the coup, spent two 
years piecing together. “Jango", 
using material from photo " arc- 


hives, newsreel footage from 10 
countries, private albums from the 
ex- president’s family and more 
than a dozen film interviews with 
key political figures. 

Military leaders who planned 
the takeover also are shown, to 
explain their view of the situation. 

The two-hour portrait of Mr. 
Goulart that emerges is one of a 
populist, reformer mistrusted by 
the military, which interpreted his 
nationalism as Communism. Mr. 
Goulart was elected vice president 
in 1960 and came to power the 
following year after the abrupt 
resignation of President Janio 
Quadras. He was on an official 
visit to China at the time of the 
resignation, and the film tells how 
the Brazilian military considered 
shooting down his plane on its 
landing.

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Management errors in a contracting market wrecked 


The past few years have not been easy for the shipping business . But 
Brostroms of Sweden can also blame its decline on many problems of 
its own making, reports Kevin Done. 

STOCKHOLM — Brostroms has 
been a long time dying. At the beg- 
inning of the 1970s it was still one 
of. the worlds biggest shipping 
companies with a history str- 


etching back to 1 865. It has fought 
through crisis after crisis in the last 
ten years — the company was res- 
cued by the state once before in 
1978 — but the legacy of a series 
of disastrous management errors, 
earlier family feuds and not least 
the general recession in world shi- 
pping and shipbuilding finally thr- 
eatened to sink the group. 

Accumulated losses of around 
SKrZ billion ($260.9 million) run 
up over' the last nine years could 
only be balanced by the forced 
sale of ships. The group has finally 
shed many of its extraordinary 
loss-makers, but only at great cost, 
and in the process it came close to 
exhausting its reserves. 

“We have lived out of the larder 


since 1974” admits Buster Hul- 
tman, vice president and chief 
executive of Brostroms liner div- 
ision. “The perils have gone, but 
we don't have the strength to go 
on.” 

Since 3 974 the Brostroms fleet 
has shrunk from 61 to barely 20 
vessels. Its workforce has been 
drastically cut to around 3,000 
from nearly 12,000 and the bright 
new ventures started during the 
past decade have, without exc- 
eption. been sold off at great loss. 

“ We had lots of expansion, inn , 
ovation and action, 11 says Buster 
Hultman ruefully, “but we have 
had lots of bad luck and have had 
to retreat on all counts. We didn't 
lack innovation -or the ability to 
act It was just the reverse — we 
did too much." 

The latest withdrawal came a 
few weeks ago with the decision to 
pull out of Hoverspeed, the loss- 


making cross- Channel hovercraft 
company Brostroms had been 
operating with British Rail. It was 
sold for a nominal sum to the 
Hoverspeed management and 
Brostroms had to take a write-off 
in its books of SKj 151 million.. 
Brostroms was the pioneer off 
cross-Channel hovercraft services 
with its company Hover-Lloyd, 
but its pioneering - spirit has gone 
unrewarded. 

Some of the misery suffered by 
Brostroms has certainly been sha- 
red by the rest of the shipbuilding 
industry. It was not exactly alone 
in the head-long rush into sup- 
ertankers and massive bulk car- 
riers in the early 1970s, and it had 
to sustain heavy losses to retrench 
in 1976. 

Also it was unfortunate that 
Brostroms entered the shi- 
pbuilding crisis about a year ear- 
lier than most other yards in Swe- 
den. The state extracted a heavy 
price to enable Brostroms to pull 
out of its Eriksberg yard in Got- 
henburg; it took over the yard for 


a nominal SKr 1.000, but only 
after Brostroms had strengthened 
the yard’s finance and had agreed 
to order vessels' at prices well 
above the market rates. The mea- 
sures cost the group around 
SKrSOO million. 

Brostroms sailed into other 
storms, however, which were ent- 
irely of its own making. Having 
taken a beating over the wit- 
hdrawal from shipbuilding, it pro- 
ceeded to buy up Incorrans. the 
freight division of the 
Netherlands-based Holland Ame- 
rica Line, at a dangerously inflated 
price. “We paid too much for the 
company," admits Hultman. “We 
bought at the top of the market." 

Incntrans has been a millstone 
around Brostroms 1 neck since 
1975. Last year it finally manged 
to deconsolidate the troublesome 
subsidiary by passing ou 43 per 
cent of the equity to its ra an- 


ils market in the face of growing 
international protectionism and to 
get a foothold insi'de the European 
Community. 

At the same tim e that it was pay- 
ing over the odds for Incotrans. 
Brostroms ambitiously also acq- 
uired another domestic shipping 
company, Swedish Lloyd, which 
was chiefly active in North Sea 
passenger and fre ight services. In 
1 981 , the weight c if losses forced it 
to bow out of that venture too, 
again only after it had cost the 
group several hundred million 
kronor. 

Much of the rash expansion of 
the 1970s occurred J under the new 
broom management brought in 
from outside to rsave the group 
from earlier internecine family 
feuds. During the 1960s it was 
invariably the Brostrom family's 
private affairs tha.t dominated the 
headlines about the group, not

Mali women, children drink mud

ROME — Actress Liv Ullmann.

hunger or disease before reaching 
the age of five. 

“1 saw women who were forced 
to drink mud. They scooped gre- 
enish slimy mud into their hands 
and served it to themselves and 
their children." Ms. Uliraantold a 
news conference marking the 
opening session of UNICEFs 
annual executive board meeting in 
Rome. 

“The most shattering thing I 
learned from ray visit was that 300 
out of every 1.000 children will 
not live to be more than five years 
old" because of starvation and 
disease, said Ms. UUraan. who is 
currently serving as a “goodwill 
ambassador” to the U.N. Chi- 
ldren's Fund. 

The 45-year,oid actress arrived 
in Rome directly from Mali, where 
she spent five days on a special 
UNICEF mission. She cited hun-

“Each time you meet a child 
and ask, are you hungry, the child 
says yes. When you ask when will 
you eat again, he says. I don't 
know," Ms. UUmann said.

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Wapenhans to head Europe, 
MENA office of World Bank 

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — World Bank President A.W. Cla- 
usen announced that Dr. Willi A. Wapenhans has been appointed 
vice-president for Europe, Middle East North Africa (MENA) reg- 
ion of ift? World Bank. 6 

He succeeds Mr. Roger Chaufoumier who has decided to retire 
from the service of the bank oo June 30. 1984. 

Dr. Wapenhans. a German national, born in 7931, joined the 
■ World Bank as an agricultural economist in 1961. 

From 1965 to 1967, he served as head of the economics section of 
the agriculture division, and since 1 967 was deputy director of the 
agriculture projects department. 

He was appointed projects director in the Europe, Middle East 
and North Africa region in. 1972 and became regional vice-president 
in charge of the same region in 1975. A year later, he moved to the 
vice presidency of the Eastern Africa region. 

Dr. Wapenhans bolds a doctorate degree in agricultural economics 
from the Justus Liebig University. Goettingen, Germany. 

Before joining the bank, he served as assistant professor of eco- 
nomics with the chair of economic sciences and fiscal policy at the 
same university. 

' Dx. Wapenhans will assume the vice presidency of the Europe. 
Middle East and North Africa region starting July 1. 1984. 

China reports 10 per cent 
economic growth in 1983 


PEKING (Agencies) — China 
-.r iunday released its full economic 
statistics for 1 983. bearing out the 
country’s recent economic suc- 
cesses but also revealing some 
unwelcome trends at a rime when 
Peking seeks more foreign inv- 
estment. 

A report issued by the State Sta- 
tistical Bureau said China's equ- 
ivalent of Gross National Product 
(GNP) climbed 10 per cent during 
the year to 1,105.2 billion yuan 
($525 billion). 

It said government efforts to 
stop capital construction inv- 
estment running out of control 
were successful, with a 1983 rise 
r : of just 6.9 per cent, and more of 
the money invested went to key 
areas of the economy. 

Sectors favoured were energy 
development, transportation, 
posts and telecommunications, 
education and scientific research. 

Investment in retooling out- 
dated factories rose by almost a 
quarter to SI 7 billion. 

For the peasant in the field and 
the city worker. 1983 saw a con- 
tinued rise in living standards as 
top leader Mr. Deng Xiaoping's 
liberal economic reforms took 
firmer hold. 

The report said a survey of more 
than 30,000 peasant households 
across Chipa ^^fepwed average 
annual per: capita income rose 

14.7 per cent in the year to some 
310 yuan ($150), though living 
expenses went up 12.7 per cent. 

In the cities, the average annual 
cash wage for workers and office 
* staff was 826 yuan ($390), a 3.5 
per cent increase over 1982. 

The report said retail prices rose 
overall IS per cent in 1983. alt- 
hough fresh vegetables went up 

12.7 percent and fruit by 14.7 per 
cent. 

In contrast the cost of clothing 
fell by 1^2 per cenL 


Western economists said rec- 
'ently they believed China’s true 
inflation figure was between eight 
and 10 per cent. 

The statistics bureau report said 
agricultural and industrial output 
were both up. 

But it added that, although 
grain, coal and oil production had 
hit 1985 targets two years earlier 
t han planned, there was still a sho- 
rtage of energy and some raw 
materials, as well as inadequate 
transportation facilities. 

The report said heavy industry 
continued to forge ahead despite 
the governmenf s attempts to hold 
down expansion in favour of light 
industry producing consumer 
goods such as bicycles, television 
sets and refrigerators. 

The value of light industry out- 
put rose 8.7 per cent last year, 
while heavy industry production 
grew by 12.4 per cent. 

Although China's grain output 
hit a record 3873 million tonnes 
last year, the number of mouths to 
feed continued to rise. 

The report said China’s pop- 
ulation at the end of 1983 was 
1 ,024.950.000 an increase of 9-54. 
million from the previous year. 

The bureau also listed the fol- 
lowing 1983 national production 
statistics: 

1.25 billion light bulbs, 2738 
million bicycles. 240.000 motor 
vehicles. 34.69 million wri- 
stwatches, 6184 million television 
sets and 1.63 million tonnes of 
beer, a 40 per cent increase over 
1982. 

China had a 1 .65 billion yuan 
($825 million) surplus in jts for- 
eign' trade last year, compared 
with a 5.66 billion yuan ($2.83 bil- 
lion) surplus in 1982. 

Exports rose 5.8 per cent to 
43.83 billion yuan ($21.9 billion) 
and imports 1 7.9 per cent to 42.1 8 
billion yuan ($21 billion).

Japan to lend 
Manila $189m 


MANILA (R) — Japan has agr- 
eed to lend 423 billion yen ($189 
million) to the Philippines to help 
pay for urgently needed com- 
modity imports and to finance 
projects. 

The credit agreement, signed 
Saturday by Prime Minister Cesar 
Virata and Japanese ambassador 
Mr. Yoshio Okawa, provides 
$1563 million for the import of 
commodities. The rest of the loan 
will be used to finance three pro- 
jects. 

In addition, Japan will extend 
13 billion yen ($58 rafllioo) to 
help the Philippines reschedule 
foreign debts totalling $25 billion. 

The loans were delayed By sev- 
eral months after the Manila gov- 
ernment clamped a 90-day mor- 
atorium oo repayment of debts 
last October and opened talks 
with the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) for a $630 million 
.standby credit. 

“At a certain stage in the IMF 
talks, we were convinced that the 
i Philippines had a good economic 
stabilisation programme in view," 
Mr. Okawa said. 

Philippine opposition parties 
had urged Japan to delay the loan 
until - after parliamentary ele- 
ctions, due next month. 

Mr. Okawa said the elections 
had nothing to do with Japan’s 
decision, which was motivated by 
a desire to help stabilise the Phi- 
lippine^ economy. 

Almost the entire credit was to 
‘have been a projects loan but part 
of it was converted into a com- 
modity credit following a request 
from Manila. 

bankers said the loan was cer- 
tain to boost imports of raw mat- 
erials urgently needed by fac- 
tories. The delay in reaching an 
agreement with the IMF and debt 
rescheduling talks with creditor 
banks have reduced imports to a 
trickle and forced redundancies in 
many industries. 

Japanese officials said the credit 
bears a concessional interest of 3 3 
per cent and is to be repaid in 30 
years, including a 10-year grace 
period.

AMMAN — Jordan Golf Bank has 
assured its shareholders that the 
bank’s financial position is sound and 
that the embezzlement which took 
place and was discovered by the man- 
agement in raid-1983 didn’t affect the 
bank’s market standing and the rights 
of the shareholders. 

Auditors Talal Abu Ghazaleh and. Company 
noted in the bank’s sixth financial report that alt- 
hough crira trial charges were declared and pen- 
alties carried out against "others” , exchanged fin- 
ancial lawsuits from both the bank and various 
other parties were still unresolved and that a final 
court decision is awaited on the financial ent- 
-anglements. 

Meanwhile, the h ank’ s profit and loss statement 
as of Dec. 31 , 1983 indicated that net profit dec- 
lined by JD 139.294 in 1983 to JD 1.8 million as 
earnings fell slightly to JD 7.6 million (JD 7.7 
million in 1982) and expenditures edged up mar- 
ginally to JD 5.8 million. However, as the pro- 
posed 1982 JD 750.000 shareholders’ cash div- 
idend was not disbursed, the bank’s overall profit 
amounted to JD 2.6 million. 

The bank declared J D 600,000 to be distributed 
among the shareholders (12% of Lhe one dinar 
nominal value of a share), allocated J D 0.4 million 
for income tax and boosted legal reserves by J D 
02 million to JD 0.7 million, voluntary reserves 
by JD 03 million to J D 1 .2 million, other reserves 
by JD 02 million to J D 0.6 million and retained 
earnings to JD 0.9 million from JD 0.1 million 
from JD 0.1 million in 1982. 

Noting that the bank’s capital is JD 5.0 million, 
current accounts and demand deposits plunged by 
about JD 2.6 million to JD 13.6 million while 
savings and time deposits increased by about JD 
3.6 million to JD 41 3 million. In both categories 
foreign currencies featured prominently as the 
equivalent in Jordanian dinars shot up to JD 2.0 
million from JD 03 million for demand deposits 
and to JD 12.2 raOlion from JD 8.6 million for 
time deposits. 

Cash collateral deposits rose by JD 03 million 
to JD 3.1 million. Local banks placements inc- 
reased from JD 23 million in 1982 to JD 3.1 
mDlion in 1983 and under a new item classified as 
loans from banks and other financial institutions 
the amount stood at JD 1.6 million. 


Of the JD 1 .2 million' appearing as various pro- 
visions JD 03 million was for bad debts, JD 0.4 
million for income tax and the remaining sum was 
not specified. Hie bank also did not specify “other 
liabilities" to totalling JD 3.1 million (JD 2.6 mil- 
lion in 1982 ) except to mention that it included J D 
600.000 dividends payable. 

On the assets side, investments at cost in gov- 
ernment development bonds, treasury bills and 
debentures issued by seven public sector and pub- 
lic shareholding companies totalled JD 5.6 mfl- 
Goa, compared to JD 4.2 million in 1982. Und- 
etailed investments at cost in shares of public sha- 
reholding companies nearly doubled to JD 1.5 
million in 1983. 

Cash in hand and at banks rose by JD 2.1 mil- 
lion to JD 162 million. 

Overdrafts advanced to JD 25.9 million from 
JD 19.1 million in 1982. loans outstanding (inc- 
luding participations in syndications) edged up 
slightly by JD 0.1 million to JD 2.9 million and 
bills discounted fell sharply from JD 20.8 million 
in 1982 to JD 16.7 million in 1983. 

The bank attributed the decline to expanded 
financing of trucks and lorries in previous years 
and that most of the bills discounted and relating 
to this field were paid in 1983. The bank, how- 
ever. indicated that it has adopted a stricter stance 
to have customers meet their obligations promptly 
and in due time. 

Fixed assets after depreciation increased by 
about JD03 million toJD 13 million while other 
assets dropped by JD.l .7 million to JD5.7 million. 
The amount represents transactions between bra- 
nches and the general management accounts for 
JD 3.6 million, checks under clearing for JD 13 
million, unearned interest for JD 0.2 million and 
prepaid expenses for JD 03 million and the rem- 
aining J D 0. 1 million was key money and returned 
checks. 

Letters of credit and letters of guarantee rem- 
ained near constant at J D 7.7 million and JD 24.4 
million respectively. Acceptances surged from JD 
1.4 million in 1982 to JD 4.7 million in 1983. 

Jordan Gulf Bank which expects to finalise its 
computerised operations scheme in 1984 and 
which operates 1 8 branches (10 are in the Arpman 
area), announced on March 30, 1984 that the 
extraordinary meeting of it’s general assembly 
approved raising the bank's capital to JD 6.0 mil- 
lion. The J D 1 .0 million raise which will be in the 
form of share bonuses at the rate of 20 per cent a 
share is now pending approval and processing 
from concerned government authorities. The inc- 
rease will come from capitalising part of the vol- 
untary reserves. 


S. Korean firms aim at high technology market 


SEOUL (R) — South Korea’s . 
. four; •• biggest business con- 
glomerates are making a major 
bid to enter the world's high tec- 
hnology electronics market. 

Their efforts are part of a nat- 
ional drive base oo the realisation 
that the country’s economy can no 
longer be supported just by its tra- 
ditional export industries such as 
construction, shipbuilding and 
textiles. 

President Chun Doo Hwan has 
described technological dev- 
elopment as the most important 
task in ensuring South Korea’s 
economic survival. 

The government announced 
earlier this year that it would inj- 
ect up to 35 billion won ($44 mil- 
lion) into the semi-conductor,' 
bio-engineering and computer . 
industries in 1964. Semi- 
conductors won the largest share. 

South Korea's four industrial 


.giants — Hyundai. Samsung, 
Daewoo and Lucky -Goldstar — 
axe planning huge investments in 
micro-electronics research and 
development. 

Samsung is leading the drive 
with plans to produce the large 
capacity semi-conductor memory 
chips which dominate the world 
computer market. 

It plans to invest $ 1 00 million in 
semi-conductors over the next five 
years. 

As well as producing up to six 
million 64 Kilobit dynamic RAM 
(Random Access Memory) chips a 
month it is working on more adv- 
anced 256 Kilobit chips which it 
hopes to be mass-producing by the 
first half of 1985, against stiff U.S. 
and Japanese competition. 

Goldstar, the pioneer of the 
country’s electronics industry and 
a subsidiary of the Lucky- 
Goldstar Group, also aims to 


compete in the lucrative. 256 Kil-' 
.oWr RAM chip marker with plans 
to invest nearly $200 railKonin the 
next four years. 

“Small-scale production of 64 
Kilobits can serve as a training 
course for our engineers who can 
then jump into the 256 Kilobits 
market,” Goldstar executive Mr. 
Son Jong-Hyon said. 

Daewoo will spend SI 00 mil- 
lion on semi-conductors in the 
next two years, and will con- 
centrate on developing microchips 
for telecommunications and com- 
puters, according to Mr. Park 
Song-Kyu. vice president of the 
Daewoo Telecom Company. 

Hyundai is a newcomer to ele- 
ctronics but has an impressive 
$450 million investment pro- 
grammes. 

Its new Hyundai electronics 
industry company will skip ail pre- 
liminary stages and go straight 


.into manufacturing LSI (Large- 
Scale Integration) chips, starting 
with 1 6 Kilobits static RAM chips’ 
in early 1985. 

Apart from the challenge of 
innovation in the fast-moving high 
technology market. South Korea 
also faces the problem of finance. 

Officials of the Bank of Korea, 
the central bank, caution that ove- 
rlapping investment may lead to 
wastage of funds and unnecessary 
competition among Korean man- 
ufacturers. 

The bank is preparing a report 
aimed at preventing the repetition 
of the country's costly mis- 
adventure with heavy industry in 
the 1970s. the inefficiency of 
which partly caused the country* s 
huge foreign debt of over $40 bil- 
lion. 

Government and company off- 
icials argue that the dash for high 
technology is necessary. 


ATHENS (R) — The Bank of Greece, in its annual report cm the 
Greek economy, reported a strong rise in the country’s foreipi debt 
and gave a worse picture of the country s budget deficits than had 
previously been expected. Mr. Dimitrios Halikias, governor of the 
central bank, said Greece's debt stood at $83 billion at the end of 
1983, compared with $3.3 billion at thejend of 1978. The bank report, 
saw the government’s budget deficit rising by a nominal 9-lper rent 
■this year, compared with an estimate, by the finance ministry last 
November of 6.9 per cent. Both figures represent real term falls if an 
expected 18 per cent inflation rate is taken into account. Greece’s 
debt servicing ratio has doubled to 16 per cent between 1978 and 
1 983. The ratio is a widely used indicator of a state’s debt situation. 
The cuiTent account shortfall, which determines how much a country 
needs tp borrow abroad, was $1.88‘ billion last year, little changed 
from 1982 but well below the record $2.4 billion reached in 1 981 .

China stresses concern 
over U.S. arms sales 


XIAN,China (Agencies) — Peking emphasised its 
persisting concern about U.S. arms sales to Taiwan 
Sunday as President and Nancy Reagan took time off 
to view a llfesize terra cotta army at one of China’s 
oldest and most spectacular tombs. 


Mr. Reagan posed for pho- 
tographers beside ranks of pottery 
armoured warriors and their ste- 
eds after flying to Xian on the fou- 
rth day of his China tour to view 
what the Chinese call “the 
world's largest underground mil- 
itary museum.” 

A monument to a brutal ruler 
called Qin Shi Huangdi. the war- 
riors guarding the 2,200-year-old 
tomb were discovered only in 
1974. but have since become one 
of the country's most famous tou- 
rist attractions. 

Excavators unearthed ihe gho- 
stly terra cotta figures deployed 
round the tomb by the eccentric 
emperor to guard his mortal rem- 
ains. They are now sheltered by a 
giant construction that looks 
like-an aircraft hangar. 

Mr. Reagan and his wife walked 
hand in hand round the museum 
and went down a specially con- 
structed ramp to pose next to one 
of the sand-coloured ancient war- 
riors standing four abreast in 1 1 
deep trenches. 

Standing by one of the clay hor- 
ses. the former Hollywood cow- 
boy star asked: " May 1 touch it? 1 
know it can’t kick me.” 

Walking over to a headless sol- 
dier. he leaned against it and jok- 
ingly offered his own head to 
make it complete. 

Mr. Reagan, the commander- 
in-chief of American forces, then 
climbed up a wooden staircase to 
leave the trench, looked around 
and waved to the assembled mod- 
els with an order: “Disperse.” 

They flew the 900 kilometres 


from Peking to Xian, capital of. 
Shaanxi province in northern cen- 
tral China, aboard Air Force One 
and drove the final stretch to the 
tomb site past fertile wheat and 
cotton fields. 

The president, on his first visit 
. to a communist country, was ret- 
urning to Peking later Sunday, but 
his main talks with China's leaders' 
are over. 

After attending a signing cer- 
emony Sunday morning for a nuc- 
lear co-operation agreement that 
could open the way for billions of 
dollars worth of U.S. reactor con- 
tracts, Mr. Reagan bids farewell to 
Premier Zhao Ziyang and flies on 
to Shanghai. He leaves for home 
on Tuesday. 

The Chinese government emp- 
hasised Sunday its concern about 
continued U.S. arms sales to the 
nationalists on Taiwan in talks 
between Secretary of State Geo- 
rge Shultz and Foreign Minister 
Wu Xueqian, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said. 

The two met for one hour Sat- 
urday and two hours Sunday after 
Mr. Reagan's discussions with 
China's top leader Deng Xia- 
oping, when the Taiwan question 
was raised although they did not 
break any new ground, according 
to U.S. officials. 

Mr. Reagan stood firm on his 
statements that while the United 
States was reducing arms sales to 
Taiwan he would not turn his back 
on old friends, the officials said. 

Talking to Chinese Television, 
he said the United States wanted 
the Chinese to settle the issue of

To 
simulate the computer 
display, cover up the East 
and South hands and decide 
how you would defend four 
hearts. 

You have learned little 
from the auction other than 
that South has at least four 
hearts and 6 points. Froni 
your hand, it is obvious that 


you can expect at most one 
trick from partner. There- 
fore, your hand must pro- 
duce three tricks if you are to 
beat four hearts. For that to 
happen, declarer must have 
the king of hearts so that you’ 
can score both the ace and 
queen. And your other trick 
will have to come from a ruff, 
so you lead your singleton 
dub. 

Declarer wins on the table 
and runs the jack of hearts to 
your queen. What now? If 
you decide that you have to 
find an immediate entry to 
your partner's hand, you 
shift to a diamond. Dedarer 
wins, forces out your high 
trump, wins the spade return 
with the ace, draws the 
last trump and claims his 
contract. 

Since you still have the ace 
of hearts, you know you can 
defeat the contract if partner 
has either the king of spades 
or ace of diamonds, so it is 
vital for you to attack spades 
first. 

At trick three, you lead a 
low spade and dummy’s ace 
wins. If partner signals with 
a low spade, you will later try 
to get to partner's hand with 
the ace of diamonds. But as 
the cards lie, partner will 
encourage with the nine of 
spades. Now you win the ace 
of hearts and return another 
spade. Partner takes the 
king and gives you your dub 
ruff — down one.

Mr. Reagan has been “sha- 
melessly distorting” Soviet policy 
in public statements and private 
talks with Chinese leaders, TASS 
said. 

In a dispatch from Peking, the j 
agency criticised remarks in Mr. : 
Reagan's speech Friday and his 
interview with Chinese reporters 
Saturday, in which he depicted the 
Soviet Union as an aggressor. The 
remarks were deleted when Mr. 
Reagan's comments were bro- 
adcast over nationwide television 
in China. 


Colombian 
guerrillas 
detain train 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) — A 
train with nearly 600 passengers 
was stopped Saturday by about 
25 guerrillas near Bogota and spr- 
ayed with graffiti, while another 
150 guerrillas occupied the sou- 1 
them town of Mirafloreu for five 
hours, police said. 

The train owned by the Nat- 
ional railroad company was att- 
acked about 20 kilometres north 
of Bogota. Some of the guerrillas 
were hidden among hundreds of 
tourists that every weekend visit 
towns near Bogota. 

During the attack one pol- 
iceman was shot twice in the thr- 
oat and once in the chest, police 
said. 

The guerrillas of the April 19 
movement (M-19) painted 1 1 cars 
. of the train with the initials M-I9 
and handed the passengers a rec- 
ent issue of the afternoon new- 
spaper “El Bogota.’* which was 
occupied recently by them and 
forced to prim 75.000 copies with 
propaganda about the movement. 

The guerrillas said the attack 
was a tribute to Jaime bateman 
Cayon. M-l 9’s chief who was kil- 
led in a plane crash a year ago in 
Panama. 

Town occupied 

At the same time, about 150 
guerrillas from the Colombian 
revolutionary armed forces att- 
acked the town of Mirafloreu, in- 
the Guaviare jungle. 

The Garrison of 20 policemen 
surrendered after a fierce combat. 
The guerrillas dynamited the pol- 
ice station and the. office of tel- 
ecommunications of the town, pol- 
ice said. 

The guerrillas fled after both 
attacks. 

The M-l 9 organisation is one of 
the three main guerrilla groups in 
Colombia seeking to overthrow 
the government.

PEKING (R) — Peking accused 
Vietnam of building fortifications 
inside China and said Chinese for- 
ces would retaliate against any’ 
cross-border attacks.

(NCNA), said: “The Vietnamese 
authorities must stop forthwith 
their provocations and intrusions 
along the Sino- Vietnamese bor- 
der. • 

“Otherwise they will only have 
! themselves to blame and bear all 
the responsibilities." 

China said Saturday its troops 
wiped out a Vietnamese force in 
the latest of a series of border cla- 
shes which erupted this month at 
the same time as fighting resumed 
in Kampcuhea between Vie- 
tnamese troops and Kampuchean 
resistance forces. 

Sunday’s statement said Vie- 
tnamese forces had not only con- 
tinued shelling border areas and 
intruded across the frontier but 
had also built fortifications and 
strongholds on Chinese territory. 

The Vietnamese were carrying 
out sabotage and raids against 


Thatcher hints at hopes for 3rd term 


LONDON (Agencies) — British 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher signalled Saturday night that 
she hopes for a third term — which 
could extend her administration 
into the 1990s. 

In a press statement marking 
her fifth anniversary in power next 
Friday, she said she was looking to 
her tasks “for the next five years 
and beyond." 

British newspapers saw her 
remarks as an unmistakable signal 
that she hopes to lead the Con- 
servative Party into the next gen- 
eral election, which is not due until 
1988. 

If she does, and wins, she would 
normally be expected to serve a 
substantia] part of the following 
five years. 

No British Prime Minister in 
this century has served two con- 
secutive full terms, let alone won a 
third. Some factions in the ruling 
Conservative Party have been 
quietly hoping Mrs. Thatcher, 58, 


will step down towards the end of 
her present term. 

Mrs. Thatcher won office in 
1979 and was re-elected last June 
with a landslide -majority in par- 
liament. 

Her press statement said: “On 
Friday my anniversary thoughts 
will dwell not on the past but on 
the future — on the next five years 
and beyond to the tasks that rem- 
ain to regenerate this country’s 
vigour and enterprise.” 

The prime minister said that 
“after five years I take pride in the 
government’s strength of purpose 
to carry on doing what it believes 
to be right and to govern in the 
interests of all our people. 

“Our ambitions for Britain 
remain undimmed. Our det- 
ermination to achieve them is unf- 
lagging.” 

Listing her achievements in off- 
ice, Mrs. Thatcher said the British 
economy was growing with low 


inflation and a declining budget 
deficit. 

She said the economy had been 
made freer, fairer and more res- 
ponsive to the needs of the ind- 
ividual and tbe customer. 

In foreign affairs, Britain now 
had tbe prospect of a fairer deal in 
the European Community and 
had won worldwide respect as a 
true and strong ally, she said. 

Meanwhile an opinion poll put 
Mrs. Thatcher’s performance 
ahead of that of the opposition 
Labour Party and predicted wid- 
espread victories for Labour in 
Thursday^ s local elections in 36 
metropolitan district and more 
than 200 regional districts nat- 
ionwide. 

The poll of 976 Britons by the 
MORI agency for the Sunday 
Times showed tbe Tories ahead of 
the opposition Labour Party nat- 
ionally by 42 per cent to 36 per 
cent. It gave no margin of error.

Salvador rebels say 10 soldiers killed 


SAN SALVADOR (Agencies) — 
Leftist guerrillas said Sunday they 
killed 10 government troops and 
wounded 20 in attacks near a pro- 
vincial capital of an embattled eas- 
tern province. 

Guerrillas of the elite Rafael 
Arce Zablah Brigade (BRAZ) 
said they inflicted the casualties 
Saturday when they attacked mil- 
itary outposts at two small towns 
near San Francisco Gotera in eas- 
tern Morazan province, tra- 
ditionally a guerrilla stronghold, 
according to rebel Radio Ven- 
ceremos. 

Military sources said the army 
lost three troops and il were 
wounded in the fighting, acc- 
ording to Reuters. 

The sources said the attacks 
were thought at first to mark the 
beginning of a new guerrilla off- 
ensive here in preparation for the 
run-off presidential elections on 


May 6 but by early Sunday army 
troops had regained control of the 
area. 

In San Salvador, rebel com- 
mandos of the Central American 
revolutionary workers’ party, one 
of five guerrilla groups fighting the 
U.S.-backed government here, 
seized four radio stations and for- 
ced them to broadcast a 15- 
minute message calling tbe upc- 
oming elections a "failure” and a 
fight “between rabid dogs.” 

Moderate Christian Democrat 
Jose Napoleon Duarte must face 
Roberto D'Aubuisson of the far- 
right National Republican All- 
iance (Arena) after the first round 
of polling on March 25 failed to 
give any candidate a 50 per cent 
majority.

U.S. marshals arrest 
$150 million swindler 


MIAMI (R) — Fugitive currency 
dealerj. David Dominelli, wanted 
over the disappearance of up to 
$150 million in investments, was 
arrested Saturday on his arrival 
here after being expelled from the 
Caribbean island of Monserrat. 

A Miami police spokeswoman 
said federal marshals detained Mr. 
Dominelli, 43, when he arrived on 
a flight from Antigua. Mr. Dom- 
inelli attempted to enter Antigua 
Saturday bur immigration officials 
barred him. A federal judge issued 
an arrest warrant for Mr. Dom- 
inelli after he fled from San Diego, 
California, to Monserrat on April 
13. Island officials ordered him to 
leave by Saturday. 

Upon his arrest, federal aut- 
horities immediately began que- 


stioning him about the dis- 
appearance of the money from his 
□ow-baoknipl currency trading 
firm, police said. 

The firm,J. David and Com- 
pany. which had attracted inv- 
estments from many of San 
Diego's wealthiest and most pro- 
minent residents, was declared 
bankrupt on March 21. 

Lured by promised returns of 
30 to 40 per cent, about 1,500 
people invested a total of at least 
$150 million, with one investment 
reaching $10 million. 

The court-appointed ban- 
kruptcy trustee has said he has 
found only $500,000 of the com- 
pany's assets but Mr. Dominelli 
has said repeatedly that he bias the 
money to repay the investors. .

Earthquake hits 
central Italy 

ROME (AP) — A strong ear- 
thquake- that struck Rome and 
other central Italian cities Sunday 
morning injured several people 
and damaged buildings in Umb- 
rian Hll towns, police said. 

They said no deaths were rep- 
orted in the quake, which mea- 
sured nearly 6 on the Richter scale 
and was centred between the med- 
ieval Umbrian towns of Perugia 
and Assisi. 

Aftershocks were felt in Rome, 
Ravenna, Florence and Leghorn, 
but no major damage or injuries 
were reported in those cities. j 

Authorities said there was wid- j 
espread panic and confusion in the :

started at 7:03 a.m. (5:03 GMT). :

The Sino- Vietnamese border 
has been tense since the two cou- 
ntries fought a brief war in early 
1979 following Vietnam’s inv- 
asion of Kampuchea to replace the 
Peking-backed Khmer Rouge 
government with a pro-Hanoi 
administration. 

Contadora 
revives bid 
for peace 
in Americas 

PANAMA CITY, Panama (Age- 
ncies) — Nine Larin American 
foreign ministers gathered here 
Sunday to confer on Central Ame- 
rica's conflicts and the possibility 
of b ringing the region's warring 
factions to the bargaining table. 

The meeting, the seventh by 
foreign ministers of the Contadora 
group with their five Central 
American counterparts, is con- 
sidered crucial to the success of 
the .13-month-old Contadora 
peace effort. 

The Contadora group, made up 
of Mexico, Venezuela, Colombia 
and Panama, has recommended 
an end to the arms buildup and to 
foreign intervention in the region. 
It has also called for human rights 
guarantees and political liberties. 

The five countries in the 
conflict-ridden Central America*) 
region are Nicaragua, El Salvador, 
Honduras, Costa Rica and Gua- 
■ teraala. , , , 

• The foreign ministers of Hon- 
duras, El Salvador and Costa Rica 
issued a statement, published Sat- 
urday in Mexico City’s Excelsior 
newspaper, which said Nicaragua 
would have to meet several con- 
ditions if the Contadora process 
were to succeed. 

'They called on Nicaragua to 
stop arming itself, to allow the 
Organisation of American States 
to send observers to general ele- 
ctions set for November, to wit- 
hdraw all foreign advisers from 
tbe country and to lift press cen- 
sorship. 

The Contadora group has set an 
April 30 deadline for three special 
commissions to report on ways to 
implement a peace plan. 

The special commission have- 
been meeting periodically to work 
out ways to implement a 21-point 
preliminary peace document app- 
roved in January — on the first 
anniversary of the Contadora ini- 
tiative — by the nine foreign min- 
isters. 

Key provisions of the plan inc- 
lude the withdrawal of foreign mil- 
itary advisers from the volatile 
region, an end to the use of one 
■country’s territory for aggression 
against another and an immediate 
arms freeze. 

The Contadora ministers were 
scheduled to hear tbe final reports 
of the commissions Sunday and 
then discuss the plan with the five 
Central American ministers Mon- 
day. 

The statement by the three Cen- 
tral American ministers said Nic- 
araguan representatives on the 
commission this week reported 
Nicaragua could not reduce its 
arms buildup while faced, with a 
U.S.-sponsored campaign to des- 
tablise the government. 

The sources said that without 
the active support of the United 
States, tbe peace plan would have 
little chance of sucess. 


Bangladesh plans debate on water, border disputes with India 


DHAKA (Agencies) — President 
Lieutenant-General Hossain 
Mohammad Ershad will soon 
convene a national conference of 
political parties to d iscuss tensions 
on the border arising from India's 
building a barbed-wire fence to 
keep out alleged illegal entrants 
from Bangladesh. 

Special assistant to the pre- 
sident A.R. Yusouf said here Sat- 
urday night that Gen. Ershad had 
accepted a proposal for the con- 
ference made by the 1 0-party Far- 
akka and border aggression res- 
istance commirtee at its talks with 
the martial law government Sat- 
urday night. 


The conference will also take up 
the problem of sharing Ganges 
River water at Farakka between 
India and Bangladesh and the 
ownership of disputed Talpatty 
Island. Mr. Yusouf told newsmen 
after the talks. 

He said the problem of sharing 
Ganges water, Talpatty and con- 
struction of barbed-wire fencing 
by India along the border were 
among the important national iss- 
ues the 10-party committee dis- 
cussed with Gen. Ershad. 

Mr. Yusouf told reporters that 
Gen. Ershad would announce a 
date for the debate soon. 


Water dispute 

Last month, India and Ban- 
gladesh failed to agree on plans to 
augment the waters of the Ganges, 
a river common to both countries, 
to boost dry season water supplies. 

India had proposed that Ban- 
gladesh cut a 320-kilometre long 
canal to link the Ganges with the 
Brahmaputra, another major river 
in the region, to draw surplus 
water. 

Bul Bangladesh argued that the 
800-metre, 10 -raetre deep canal 
would be too costly, destroy the 
ecological balance of the region 
and displace nearly three million 
people. 


Instead, it suggested con- 
struction of several reservoirs in 
Nepal where water could be sto- 
red during the monsoon season 
and released during the dry 
months. 

Delhi said this idea was una- 
cceptable because it would involve 
a third country in a bilateral affair, 
even though Nepal had agreed to 
involvement in the water plan. 

Mr. Yusouf said the alliance 
which met with Gen. Ershad Sat- 
urday had praised the government 
for turning down the Indian pro- 
posal. 

Indian and Bangladeshi border 
troops exchanged fire several 


times last week foflowing an Ind- 
ian move to erect barbed wire 
fence along its Assam state border 
with Bangladesh. Both rides- rep- 
orted casualties. 

The committee fed by Mrs. 
Amena Begum of die Bangladesh 
National Party also demanded 
that the government revive the 
suspended constitution before- 
holding elections. It proposed 
bolding both presidential and par- 
liamentary polls on the same date 
but not before November. - 

Gen. Rrehad earlier announced 
that .presidential . and par-" 
liamentary elections will: be held, 
simultaneously on May 27.

Democratic voters prefer former 
Vice-President Walter Mondale

The Newsweek mag- 
azine poll, conducted by the Gal- 
lup Organisation, showed a sam- 
ple of 238 voters preferred Mr. 
Mondale by a 51 to 38 per cent 
margin over Mr. Jackson with 
Gary Hart the choice of eight per 
cent In another Newsweek poll, a 
nationwide survey of 752 reg- 
istered Democrats. Mr. Mondale 
held a 52 to 38 per cent lead over 
Mr. Hart with Mr. Jackson rec- 
eiving seven per cent. 


Soviet cosmonauts
